THE VEILED PROPHET. 


Be Was the Most Noted Impo«tor at 


the Middle Ascs. 


The celebrated "veiled prophet" of 
ilstory was a Moslem fanatic whose 
eal name was Haken Ibn Hashem. 
Ie was born about the middle of the 
eighth century and became the most 
noted impostor of the middle ages. He 
iretendetl that he was an embodiment

Tlic Sugo Plant. 


Sago is a nutritive, farinaceous sub- 


stance obtained from the pith of sev- 
eral species of palms growing in such 
hot countries as Java and Sumatra. 
The stem, about fifteen to twenty feet 
long, Is cut Into pieces and the pith dug 
out and placed In a vessel having a 
sieve bottom. Water poured into the 
sieves washes the flour thus exposed 
Into a second vessel.
